DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed February 1 6, 2007. 

Remarks 

2. Claims 4 and 5 are currently pending. In the previous Office action, claim 4 was 
indicated to be allowable and 6 was indicated to be allowable if rewritten or amended in 
independent. The current amendment integrated the allowable subject matter into claim 
5 and cancelled claims 1-3 and 6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4 and 5 are allowable over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's reason for allowance: Although prior art teaches 
a memory card connector having user identification functionality, suitable for application 
in a personal computer and a mobile phone, as well as a connector, enclosing a space 
in which a memory card module and a user identification module and disposed and 
wherein the space separates the memory card module and the user identification 
module, the identified prior art of record, taken alone, or in combination with any other 
prior art, fails to teach or fairly suggest the specific features of claims 4 and 5 of the 
present claimed invention. Specifically prior art does not teach the user card, which is 
disposed in the user identification module allowing an authorized user to read/transmit 
information stored in a memory card inserted in the memory card module. Prior art fails 
to teach two cards disposed in a mobile phone, wherein one of the cards allows access 
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to the other card. Moreover, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been 
motivated to come to the claimed invention
